Ft's Strawberry Sauce 

As a switch from strawberry 
shortcake, make a fresh straw¬ 
berry sauce to serve over ice 
cream or sponge cake. 

Fresh Strawberry Sauce 
1 pint fresh strawberries 
y 3 cup sugar 
]/ 3 cup light corn syrup 
1 tablespoon corn starch 
y 3 cup w ater 

Red food coloring, optional 
/ 2 teaspoon lemon juice 

Wash and hull berries. Cut 
up enough to make cup: 
mash, mix with sugar and then 
with corn syrqp. Blend corn 
starch and water. Combine 
with mashed berries in sauce¬ 
pan. Cook over medium heat, 
stirring constantly, until mix¬ 
ture is thickened and clear. 
Add a few drops food coloring, 
if desired. Cool. Cut about half 
the remaining berries in two. 
Sprinkle lemon juice over 
whole and halved berries; add 
to cooled mixture. Chill until 
serving time.- Makes about 
cups.

Sony Corporation has develop¬ 
ed an improved color-television 
tube which it says will break the 
virtual monopoly now held by Ra¬ 
dio Corporation of America. 

The Japanese electronics firm 
has named its new tube the Tri¬ 
nitron. Sony says the tube has a 
“brighter, sharper picture with 
excellent contrast.’’ 

Other attributes reported are 
“simple structure in picture tube, 
less components and simpler cir¬ 
cuits in the set, higher reliability, 
simple adjustments and less elec¬ 
tric-power consumption, which 
make it easier to transistorize 
and thereby to miniaturize.” 

Plans now are for a 12-incli, 
transistorized color TV set using 
Trinitron. Sony will market it in 
October in Janan with a price tag 
of 120,000 yen ($333). 

At present most of the color 
tubes used by color-television 
makers are supplied by RCA.

IT STARTED WITH A 
WOMAN 

While fishing is usually 
thought of as a mans sport, 
the. first fishing expert was 
really a woman. 

A printing of a bit of outdoor 
writing penned on parchment 
around fourteen twenty-five has 
been credited to a sweet little 
English nun named Dame Juli¬ 
ana Berners. 

Juliana was born of a royal 
family in England and did 
some fishing and hunting as a 
girl with some of her sporting 
cousins and friends. Later on, 
she entered a nunnery at St. 
Albans and wrote the first 
known works on fishing. 

Juliana wasn’t any slouch 
concerning the art of angling, 
say the fishing experts at Mer¬ 
cury outboards. For instance, 
here’s how she recommends 
making a fishing rod. 

First you cut a smooth six- 
foot staff of willow or aspen. 
Heat it in an oven, get it good 
and straight, and let it dry for 
four weeks. The next trick is 
to get a piece of plumber's 
wire, heat it red hot, and burn 
a hole cleaT through the staff. 
Then store it in a smokehouse 
for a while. 

Now you-take a stroll in the 
woods and cut a slender slip 
of hazel the same length. Soak 
it thoroughly, straighten it out, 
and let it dp- in the smoke¬ 
house too. The next step is to 
trim the hazel whip so it can 
be inserted into the butts sec¬ 
tion. Now, fashion a metal pin 
to hold the two together, and 
you have a two section fishing 
rod. 

Juliana advocates such a two 
section rod because it forms a 
good walking staff for a Sun¬ 
day afternoon stroll, and can 
easily be transformed into a 
fishing rod if you happen by a 
good fishing hole. 

For a line, Juliana advocates 
the long horsehairs woven to¬ 
gether and colored with a mix¬ 
ture of aie, crushed walnut 
leaves and alum. Such a line, 
she says, blends with the water 
and fools the fish more readily. 

In her tips for anglers she 
recommends not casting a sha¬ 
dow on the water, fishing be¬ 
low waterfalls or in deep 
pools, fishing when the wind is 
west and using a wire leader

American consumers will soon 
be buying candlesticks and silver¬ 
ware made 'from coins they spent 
years ago. 

It’s all part of the Treasury 
Department’s program to remove 
the old silver coins from circula¬ 
tion, melt them into silver bars 
of about 1,000 troy ounces each, 
and sell the bars to silver-using 
industries. 

/ The government sold the first 
melted coins recently and will put 
one million ounces of coin silver 
on the auction block each week. 

The Treasury lias already melt¬ 
ed more than three million ounces 
of silver from, the old 90 percent 
silver dimes and quarters it be¬ 
gan withdrawing from circulation 
last June. 

Eventually the department 
hopes to melt as much as two mil¬ 
lion ounces of coin silver each 
week, once the operation hits full 
stride.

The current G.I. Bill education 
and training program has been 
in operation less than two years. 
Yet. 22,285 eligible Massachusetts 
veterans and servicemen have en¬ 
tered school or training under this 
program, the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration office at Boston reported 
today. 

Since June 1, 1966, when the 
Veterans’ Readjustment Benefits 
Act of 1966 educational provisions 
first went into effect, more than 
21,400 eligible veterans and 880 
servicemen have entered train¬ 
ing. 

Enrollment in school or train-j 
ing at the end of March 1968 j 
stood at 13,914 veterans and 517 i 
servicemen. 

Popularly known as the “Post- , 
Korea” or “Third Generation G.I. I 
Bill,” the 1906 Acts grants vet-; 
era ns with at least 181 days of i 
military service (part of which 1 
was after January 31, 1955) up j 
to 36 months of education and 
training benefits. 

Viet-Nam era veterans—i.e. 
those with at least 181 days of 
service, part of which was after 
August 4, 1964 — and active duty J 
military personnel with at least' 
two years of service are mcktd-! 
cd. 

Nearly two-thirds — or 10,662; 
— of the Third Generation G.I. J 
Bill beneficiaries on school or! 
training rolls at the end of March : 
were taking college level courses. 
This compares with about 51 par 
cent who entered college training 
under the Korean Conflict G.I. 
Bill and less than 30 per cent who 
pursued college level courses mil¬ 
der the World War II G.I. Bill. 

Veterans and servicemen en-; 
tered in below-college-level train¬ 
ing at the end of March totaled • 
3,573 with veterans accounting 
for nearly 85 per cent of this) 
number.' 

Since October 1, 1967, when i 
on-the-job, flight and cooperative 
farm training were added to the l 
Third Generation G.I. Bill cur- j 
riculum of approved training,; 
nearly 226 veterans entered on- j 
the-job training. An additional I 


200 veterans had enrolled in flight 
training courses as of March 31, 
1968. 

Another provision of the Vet¬ 
erans’ Pension and Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1967 relating 
to education and training per¬ 
mits veterans to complete high 
school, while receiving education¬ 
al assistance allowances from VA, 
without having any of their en¬ 
titlement to college level training 
reduced. 

In only six months, between 
last October and the end of March 
1968, more than 600 veterans had 
entered training to complete 
high school or college qualifying 
courses.
